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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the applicants' communication received on 
June 25, 2007; June 1 0, 2007; and September 6, 2007. 

2. Claims 1 -60 are presented for examination. 

3. The applicant has amended claims 35-43, 47, 48, 55, and 56 and has cancelled 
claims 11-14, 30-32, 44-46, 49, and 50 in the amendment received on June 25, 2007. 

4. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-60 have been considered but are 
deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection presented in the Office 
Action below. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 10, 2007 and 
September 6, 2007 is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, 
the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 , 1 5, 21 , 35, and 51-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted 
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elements are: output of the claimed data elements which produces a display of the 
claimed data elements. 

At the last step of independent claims 1, 15, 21, 35, and 51-55, the limitations 
end with controlling a reproduction of the content data. However, the limitations fail to 
state what happens to the reproduction of the content data that is being controlled by 
the controlling unit. Ultimately, there is no result being produced from this stated action. 
It is the opinion of the Examiner that the last step of independent claims 1 , 15,21, 35, 
and 51-55 should be followed by an additional step that suggests the reproduction of 
the content data is presented as output data that is displayed on a display unit. The 
Examiner kindly requests that the applicant take these suggestions into consideration. 

The remaining claims are dependent claims. These claims are also rejected for 
being dependent on the above rejected independent claims. 

8. Claims 34, 48, and 56-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.G. 112, second paragraph, 
as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: "an 
extracting unit extracting a file identifier indicating one of a plurality of categories of data 
in a data file containing the data located by said locating information" and "a judging unit 
judging whether the data located by the locating information comes under a 
predetermined category based on said file identifier indicating one of a plurality of 
categories of data in said data file containing the data". 

As well as, adding a step to include output of the claimed data elements which 
produces a display of the claimed data elements 
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Independent claims 34, 48, and 56-60 are missing the above recited claim 
limitations which are similarly recited in independent claims 1, 15, 21, 35, and 51-55. 

Likewise, independent claims 34, 48, and 56-60 end with a step that suggests 
controlling the reproduction of the content data. However, the claims do not state what 
happens as a result of the reproduction content data being controlled. Again, the 
Examiner suggests adding an additional step after the controlling of the reproduction of 
the content data to state that output of the reproduction of the content data is displayed 
on a display unit. 

The remaining claims are dependent claims. These claims are also rejected for 
being dependent on the above rejected independent claims.
